Program Dept. Announces 


2 Top Personnel Changes 

Two major personnel changes have 
taken place in the IBS Program Depart- 
ment in recent weeks. Howard Hansen, 
long-time System Program Manager, has 
moved into the position of Director of 
Program Research, while Willett Kemp- 
ton has taken over his duties as Pro- 
gram Manager. 

Mr. Kempton is head of the Depart- 
ment of Communications at American 
University, Washington, D. C. He for- 
merly taught at the University of Georgia 
and was connected with the Office of 
War Information during World War II. 
Before joining the staff at American Uni- 
versity he was radio director for the De- 
partment of Interior. 

The new Program Manager will work 
on a limited basis this year and then take 
over completely in the fall. 

Mr. Hansen’s resignation as Program 
Manager was accepted with reluctance 
by George Abraham, IBS President. How- 
ever, as Director of Program Research he 
will remain active in System program 
projects. Mr. Hansen will also continue 
to conduct the annual Clinic for Campus 
Stations in connection with the Institute 
for Education by Radio at Columbus, 
Ohio. 


IBS May Revise Rates 


The Governing Council of IBS is con- 
sidering a revision of the System rate 
card. The new rates have been designed 
to simplify the rate card for the adver- 
tiser and to change the spot rate to guar- 
antee that spot business will be made to 
pay for itself. 

The new card will be released to all 
stations if it is approved by the Govern- 
ing Council. 


Spot Illegal Signal 


In Minnesota, Texas 


I. B. S. has been advised of the closing 
of three member stations by the FCC for 
an illegally radiated signal. The stations 
were ordered to cease operating and un- 
dertake immediate corrective measures. 
Two of these stations are in Minnesota, 
one is in Texas. 

This action by the FCC may indicate 
that the widespread checking of campus 
stations in order to secure data in con- 
nection with the Commissions Notice of 
Further Proposed Rule Making is now 
under way. 

Campus-limited stations must be oper- 
ated under Part 15 of the Rules and 
Regulations which limits radiation to 
about 250 feet from all r. f. lines making 
up the transmission system of the station. 
Check the specific regulation in the IBS 
Technical Code which you can find in 
the Station Executive’s Handbook. 

According to Richard Crompton, IBS 
Engineering Director, stations have been 
closed down at the rate of about one a 
semester before the current FCC inspec- 
tion drive got under way. 

Mr. Crompton goes on to say that 
these recent inspections have encom- 
passed the four corners of the country, 
and are not a localized move. 

He emphasizes that wilful violations 
aimed at coverage of a larger audience 
will ultimately cause hardship to the sta- 
tion and to the cause of college radio. 
No time would be more appropriate than 
the present for each station to undertake 
its obligation to the fraternity of college 
radio and make certain that it is within 
the limits of the law. 

IBS advises that if yeu are visited by

The Library makes available a wide 
variety of scripts, having on hand comedy, 
health, juvenile, mystery, religion, bio- 
graphical and dramatic material of dif- 
ferent .lengths. 

All member stations should have re- 
ceived an IBS Script Catalog and supple- 
ments in which are listed the available 
scripts.

HandbookAdded 


A new handbook has been added to the 
growing list of System station aids with 
the mailing of the Traffic Handbook to 
all member stations. 

The Handbook was written and com- 
piled by Thomas M. Blaisdell, Sales Pro- 
motion Manager. It is designed to help 
System stations keep better logs and have 
a better organized and more efficient or- 
ganization. 

It contains suggestions for setting up a 
traffic control system and sample forms 
instrumental in carrying out the daily 
station routine. 

The new addition supplements the in- 
formation in the Program Production 
Handbook and the Sales Handbook. To- 
gether the three handbooks cover the 
fields of programming, selling commer- 
cials, and scheduling them both on the 
station. 


IBS Earns Citation 
for Educational TV 


The National Citizens Committee for 
Educational Television presented a cita- 
tion to IBS in appreciation for the Sys- 
tem’s contribution to the movement for 
educational television. 

The citation was accepted by George 
Abraham, IBS President, at the meeting 
of the IBS Capital Region (Region 5).

The appointment of Henry Taylor as 
Regions Coordinator for the System has 
been announced by IBS. Mr. Taylor was 
Regional Director for Region 4 prior to 
his new appointment. He is connected 
with WLRN, Lehigh University in Penn- 
sylvania. 

The selection of a new Regions Co- 
ordinator re-emphasizes the fact that the 
basis of the organization of the IBS Net- 
work is its regional nature. 

IBS has instituted the regional sys- 
tem so that it will always be responsive 
to the needs and desires of individual 
station status. Generally the System is 
governed by a Governing Council of 12 
regional directors, These directors are 
undergraduates associated with an IBS 
station in the region they represent. 


Ideally the regional director is in 
close contact with all member stations 
in his region and operates as a laison 
between stations and the System staff. 

The new Regions Corordinator has 
already contacted his regional directors 
with the aim of stimulating more indi- 
vidual activity. He is available to answer 
any questions and give advice or sug- 
gestions and help in any way he can. 

Member stations are advised to con- 
tact their regional director if he has not 
as yet contacted them. You will find be- 
low a listing of the 12 IBS regions, com- 
plete with the names and locations of 
regional directors for each. This regional 
arrangement went into effect September 1,
